JUSTLY POPULAR BANANA. 


Bow They Are Graded and the Prices They 


Bring—Some Points About the Cultiva- 
tion of Mankind'* lint Food—Orer 100,. 
000 Poand* Produced to the Acre. 


A. visitor to the banana market in this city 


finds much to interest and surprise him. Th? 
trait arrives here in great shiploads and is 
graded as it is unloaded. The grades are 
•imply "firsts," "seconds," "culls" and 
"ripee." "Firsts" are bunches containing 
the most and finest fruit "Seconds" are all 
other prime condition, marked tablo tranches. 
"Colls" are the lowest grade fruit; and 
"ripes" comprise the overripe and partly 
decayed bananas. The "culls" are piled on 
deck in freckled, unsightly heaps, and yon 
will have to wade ankle deep in "ripes" until 
they are sorted and corded, two tiers length- 
wise; in old orange boxes, one-twentieth ol a 
cargo possibly being in this condition. The 
price secured for bananas by the vessel load 
is about $1.13 per bunch, and the retailer 
get* them at $1.40. As the bunches avenge 
200 pieces each, any one can estimate the 
profits the street trade affords. 


HOW IT IS PROPAGATED. 


Said a veteran importer to a Star reporter 


the other afternoon: "In Southern Asia and 
Central America, in tropical Africa and the 
equatorial islands of the Atlantic and Pacific, 
it is cultivated and the fruit eaten. Mind 
you, I say cultivated; for there are those who 
think it grows wild. In that connection let 
me say it is probably the first plant that ever 
was cultivated. 


"The aim of horticulturists is to rid fruit of 


seed. They have succeeded in doing this with 
the small grape which in its dried state we 
call currants. Tho Tangier orange, and the 
best among the pineapples are seedless. The 
potato has been mcde seedless. However, 
this result is usually brought about to the 
injury of the plant, which seems to lose with 
its capacity to bear seed much of its vitality, 
and this renders it subject to attacks of in- 
sects, blight, 6tc. But horo is the banana 
that has been seedless thousands of years, yet 
it appears to be as full of energy and life as 
when, according to the old lugend, the eyes 
of Adam fell upon it in the garden of Eden." 


"If seedless, how is it propagated!" 
"By suckers which the- plant sends up. 


Whenever the black of tropical Africa makes 
ready to settle in life, ho clears a small space 
in the junglet obtains thirty or forty suckers 
from his father or older brother and setstheia 
out. In nine months' time the fruit appears, 
and before the eleventh month he can eat of 
it freely. The number of plants I have named 
can be grown in a thousand square feet, ajid 
will bear him at least 5,000 pounds of fruit 
annually. Think of it for a moment I It is 
possible to grow as much as 175,000 pounds 
of bananas annually upon a single acre of 
ground. No wonder that Humboldt said that 
nothing in the world would grow so much 
food to the acre as the banana. And yet that 
man could speak slightingly of itl" 


"Possibly he hadn't tune to think of it." 
"It goes back to tho earliest man, does the 


banana. Alexander's soldiers, so Pliny said, 
found the sages of India seated in its shades 
and partaking of the delicious fruit. Hence 
the name sapientum, given the plant, which 
likewise bears the name of Jupiter's fair 
daughter, Musa. When Pizarro landed in 
Peru the Aztecs brought him gifts of tho 
yellow fruit that yonder Italian you see from 
this window now sells at a dirno a dozen. 
Thereby hangs an historical fact—not the 
Italian, but the banana which Pizarro took 
from the Aztecs. Now, it has been shown 
that the banana is of Malayan origin. Bow 
did it get to India and to South America and 
to Mexico? 


"The feet of birds havo borno seeds n, full 


10,000 miles, while the cocoanut floated well 
nigh the world around in the great ocean 
currents. But, you see, the banana has no 
seeds, nor has it a casing like the globular 
cocoanut to float it around over the waters. 
Then it must have been 'toted over the big 
trough' by man. It is significant that the 
Aztecs had traditionsof visits by people from 
over the sees, while there was to confirm it 
an admixture of the religion of the Brah- 
mins in their own theology. Would you 
have thought that the despised banana act- 
ually stepped forward to prove that before 
Columbus was, or Uef Ericson ever, had on 
existence, some swarthy denizens of the Old 
World had migrated across tho water!" 


"That is a bit queer, if true, and queer 


anyhow." 


SOT TO KS SPOKKK OS1 DEBISTVELT. 


"That Isn't oil there is to tho banana by 


any means. You havo heard of monilla 
rope, haven't you! Well, that is made in the 
Philippine islands of the stem of the banana. 
This stalk, which usually grows to be six 
inches in diameter and from fifteen to twenty 
feet high, has a very valuable fiber, from 
which are woven beautiful textile fabrics. 
Many of the finest India shawls and wrap- 
pers worn by ladies of fashion aro manufac- 
tured from this fabric. So, too, an excellent 
article of paper is made from it." 


"But are no varieties of banana wilcl?" 
"Yes, some have been found in Ceylon, 


Cochin China and the Philippines. These, 
of course, have seeds, but they are inferior to 
the long cultivated varieties. Men go miles 
to view an old ruin, or they rave over an old 
painting or sculpture. Why, what is that to 
the banana 1 You will understand that this 
fruit is cultivated by suckers. Well, sir, it 
is a positive fact that iu this way the literal 
plant perpetuates itself indefinitely. In Cen- 
tral Africa you might find thousands and 
thousands of plants that literally have in 
them the life and germ of ten thousand years' 
duration. And men speak derisively of this 
fruit. I have no patience with such people- 
not a bit." 


"To what family does the banana belong!" 
"To the lily family. It is a developed trop- 


ical lily, from which by ages of cultivation 
tho seeds have been eliminated and that for 
which it was cultivated greatly expanded— 
the fruit I mean. In relation to tho bearing 
properties of the banana, Humboldt, that sa- 
gacious traveler and scientist who saw the 
wonders of that plant, said that the ground 
that will grow thirty-three pounds of wheat 
will also grow ninety-nine pounds of pota- 
toes, but the same ground will grow 4,000 
pounds of bananas. The produce of bananas 
consequently to that of wheat is 133 to 1, and 
potatoes 44 to 1." 


"But how about the nntritiousasss of the 
fruitr1 


"I have not seen any estimate of compari- 


son. I know, though, that it possesses all the 
essentials to the sustenance ot life. Thosav- 
agsof the sea isles and of the jungle owes 
what he has of physical strength to this food. 
Wheat alone, potatoes alone, will cot do 
this." 


"Butdo the people eat them raw!" 
"That depends. Of course, when taken us 


a steady article of diet it is cooked—baked 
dry in the fcreen state, pulped and bofled in 
water as a soup, or cut in slices and fried. 
ThafruH that is designed to be cooked is 
called the plantain, while that to be eaten 
raw is called the banana, the kind we sea 
here on the streets. The plantain is not quite 
<o iweet as the banana, but is equally nntri- 
t*re."-Kew York Star,

One of the happiesf instances of the kind of

Mid in comparing it with Lady Anne's poem 
it is interesting to observe how in the passage 
of the talo northwards the romantic beauty 
of tho original gives place to a. tragic inten- 
sity in harmony with the severer genius of 
the Scottish muse. Tho author, Paradis do 
Moncrif, bccatna a member of tho Fiench 
academy in 1733, and died at the ago of 83 in 
1770, just a year before "Auld Robin Gray" 
saw tho light; so thero can ba no doubt about 
tho dates.—New York Homo Journal.

The Banner Town of th« Silver State. 


In its review of this part of the country 


the Pacific Coa.it Commercial Beeord says: 


Beno, near the middle of the Trnckee 


valley, on the back of the river, with a 
large area of fertile soil And abundant 
water for its irrigation in its vicinity, has a 
notably pleasant and advantageons situa- 
tion for a city. Fifty miles from the sum- 
mit of the Sierras, it is practically at their 
eastern base, and has been selected by 
railroad builders as the best point from 
which to start feeder* and branch lines 
running to the north and south. 


The Virginia and Trnckee Bailroad, ex- 


tending southward through Carson City to 
Virginia City, is 52 miles long, and as it 
winds araong the mountains, so crooked, 
that its carves put together are equivalent 
to seventeen complete circles.

Here are 
hotels, cottages and bath booses, to ac- 
commodate the numerous guests who cooin 
to bathe in the waters from the springs, 
which issue from the hill side at tempera- 
tures varying from 60 deg. to 212 deg., 
though 4,500 feet above the sea. The 
water is supposed to come from near the 
famous Comstock lode, in which the 
miners find water with a natural tempera- 
ture of 160 deg. 


At Mound House, on this road, IB the 


terminus of the Carson and Colorado Bail- 
road, 3 feet gauge, which extends to Eecler, 
293 miles in a southerly direction, and ac- 
commodates the traffic of Bodie with its 
gold mines, Columbus, with its borax de- 
I -lita, Cerro Gordo, Owen's lake ond 
vicinity. It is also the nearest statioti to 
the outlet of the famous Satro Tunnel, 
19,790 feet long, and built at a cost of 
$4,500,000. 


Thus by this line comes and goes at 


Bono the traffic of such thriving places as 
Carson, Virginia City, "Wasioe, Steamboat 
Springe, Bodie end Columbus, as well as 
scores of smaller towns. 


There is also under construction the 


Nevada and Oregon Bailroad, extending to 
the northwest, and reaching into the 
magnificent timber in the mountains and 
valleys in that direction, and into the rich 
valleys of Flumaa county in California. 


With a rich surrounding agricultural 


country, with magnificent water po<*er in 
her midst, aa the base of supplies for so 
maiiy towns and rich lumber and mining 
districts, it la easy to understand why Beno 
is .a thriving town of over 5,000 inhabi- 
tants, and steadily growing.
